The  finer  bone,  443,  is  seen  to 
contain  more,  both  of  nitrogen 
(0.5  per  cent.)  and  of  phosphor- 
ic acid  (1.9  per  cent.)  and  partly 
for  that  reason  and  partly  for 
its  fineness  it  has  an  estimated 
value  nearly  $7  greater  than 
the  coarser  bone,  442.
